Pay In crease Averts 
One Teacher Strike 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A threatened teachers' strike 
in Philadelphia has been avert- 
ed but hundreds of t e a c h e r s 
el ->pwhere in the nation continue 
walkouts that have delayed the 
opening of the fall term. 
Any hopes for an extended va- 
cation among 290,000 Philadel- 
phia school children were dash- 
ed Thursday when the city put 
together a $27.6 million wage 
package to avert a strike by 
the 12,500 teachers. 
Under the new two-year pact, 
salaries go up $1,800 to give 
beginning teachers $6,700 at the 
start and pushing the top wage 
to $13,200. The fall term opens 
today. 
In Michigan where schools 
were scheduled to open earlier 
this week, 11 school districts 
serving almost 64,000 young- 
sters remained closed due to 
teachers' strikes. 
Todaj's scheduled registra- 
tion for 14,000 children in the 
Montgomery C o u n t y - Clarks - 
ville, Tenn., system was post- 
poned until further notice with 
500 teachers out on strike over 
school budget cuts. 
In East Chicago, Ind., a strike 
by nearly 500 teachers enters 
its third da>. Six of the city's 
13 schools were closed again 
Thursday and less than 50 per 
cent of the 100,000 pupils bhow- 
ed up. All but about 2,100 were 
sent home. 
In East Chicago Heights, 111., 
49 of the district's 70 teachers 
called in sick Thursday and an 
attorney for the board declared 
it was "impossible for that 
many teachers to be sick at the 
same time." 


A court injunction was obtain- 
ed ordering the teachers back to 
work 
immediately but there 


were no indications as to wheth- 
er they would comply. 
An injunction was issued in 
Rhode fbland directing Cum- 
berland teachers to end a two- 


day boycott and report to class- 
rooms today. A lawyer for the 
Cumberland Teachers Associa- 
tion said its members would 
comply. 
The judge also ordered the 
Cumberland School Committee 
to meet with the 250-member 
association. Only 60 teachers 
showed up Thursday but the 
town's 13 schools opened brief- 
ly for 5,500 students. 
T e a c h e r s in East Haven, 
Conn., did not report Thurs- 
day and were not expected in the 
classroom again today. 


In New York City, where the 
United Federation of Teachers 
threatens a strike next Monday, 
school supervisors voted to 
shut the schools "for the safety 
of the children" in the event of 
a walkout.

Pay Increase Averts 
One Teacher Strike 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A threatened teachers’ strike 
in Philadelphia has been avert­ 
ed but hundreds of t e a c h e r s 
elsewhere in the nation continue 
walkouts that have delayed the 
opening of the fall term . 
Any hopes for an extended va­ 
cation among 290,000 Philadel­ 
phia school children were dash­ 
ed Thursday when the city put 
together a $27.6 million wage 
package to avert a strike by 
the 12,500 teachers. 
Under the new two-year pact, 
salaries go up $1,800 to give 
beginning teachers $6,700 at the 
start and pushing the top wage 
to $13,200. The fall term opens 
today. 
In Michigan where s c h o o l s 
were scheduled to open earlier 
this week, 11 school districts 
serving almost 64,000 young­ 
sters remained closed due to 
teachers’ strikes. 
T o d a y ’s scheduled reg istra­ 
tion for 14,000 children in the 
Montgomery C o u n t y - Clarks - 
ville, Tenn., system was post­ 
poned until further notice with 
500 teachers out on strike over 
school budget cuts. 
In East Chicago, Ind., a strike 
by nearly 500 teachers enters 
its third day. Six of the city’s 
13 schools were closed again 
Thursday and less than 50 per 
cent of the 100,000 pupils show­ 
ed up. All but about 2,100 were 
sent home. 
In East Chicago Heights, 111., 
49 of the district’s 70 teachers 
called in sick Thursday and an 
attorney for the board declared 
it was “ impossible for that 
many teachers to be sick at the 
same tim e.” 
A court injunction was obtain­ 
ed ordering the teachers back to 
work 
immediately 
but there 
were no indications as to wheth­ 
er they would comply. 
An injunction was issued in 
Rhode Island directing Cum­ 
berland teachers to end a two- 


day boycott and report to c la ss­ 
rooms today. A lawyer for the 
Cumberland Teachers A ssocia­ 
tion said its members would 
comply. 
The judge also ordered the 
Cumberland School Committee 
to meet with the 250-member 
association. Only 60 teachers 
showed up Thursday but the 
town’s 13 schools opened b rief­ 
ly for 5,500 students. 
T e a c h e r s 
in East Haven, 
Conn., did not report T hurs­ 
day and were not expected in the 
classroom again today. 


In New York City, where the 
United Federation of Teachers 
threatens a strike next Monday, 
school supervisors 
voted 
to 
shut the schools “ for the safety 
of the children” in the event of 
a walkout.

Pay Increase Averts 
One Teacher Strike 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A threatened teachers’ strike 
in Philadelphia has been avert­ 
ed but hundreds of t e a c h e r s 
elsewhere in the nation continue 
walkouts that have delayed the 
opening of the fall term. 
Any hopes for an extended va­ 
cation among 290,000 Philadel­ 
phia school children were dash­ 
ed Thursday when the city put 
together a $27.6 million wage 
package to avert a strike by 
the 12,500 teachers. 
Under the new two-year pact, 
salaries go up $1,800 to give 
beginning teachers $6,700 at the 
start and pushing the top wage 
to $13,200. The fall term opens 
today. 
In Michigan where s c h o o l s 
were scheduled to open earlier 
this week, 11 school districts 
serving almost 64,000 young­ 
sters remained closed due to 
teachers’ strikes. 
T o d a y ’s scheduled registra­ 
tion for 14,000 children in the 
Montgomery C o u n t y - Clarks - 
ville, Tenn., system was post­ 
poned until further notice with 
500 teachers out on strike over 
school budget cuts. 
In East Chicago, Ind., a strike 
by nearly 500 teachers enters 
its third day. Six of the city’s 
13 schools were closed again 
Thursday and less than 50 per 
cent of the 100,000pupils show­ 
ed up. All but about 2,100 were 
sent home. 
In East Chicago Heights, 111., 
49 of the district’s 70 teachers 
called in sick Thursday and an 
attorney for the board declared 
it was “ impossible for that 
many teachers to be sick at the 
same time.” 
A court injunction was obtain­ 
ed ordering the teachers back to 
work immediately but there 
were no indications as to wheth­ 
er they would comply. 
An injunction was issued in 
Rhode Island directing Cum­ 
berland teachers to end a two- 


day boycott and report to class­ 
rooms today. A lawyer for the 
Cumberland Teachers Associa­ 
tion said its members would 
comply. 
The judge also ordered the 
Cumberland School Committee 
to meet with the 250-member 
association. Only 60 teachers 
showed up Thursday but the 
town’s 13 schools opened brief­ 
ly for 5,500 students. 
T e a c h e r s in East Haven, 
Conn., did not report Thurs­ 
day and were not expected in the 
classroom again today. 
In New York City, where the 
United Federation of Teachers 
threatens a strike next Monday, 
school supervisors 
voted to 
shut the schools “ for the safety 
of the children” in the event of 
a walkout.

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Partisan Judicial Choices 


It would seem axiomatic that partisan considerations should not 


play an important part in the choice of men for lifetime appoint- 
ments as federal judges. The federal judiciary should be outside 
the partisan political context. 


The American Bar Association's Standing Committee on the 


Federal Judiciary reminds us that over the past 35 years practice 
has fallen well short of this ideal. 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt, by reason of his exceptional- 


ly long period in office, made 194 lifetime judicial appointments. 
Of these, only six were Republicans; the other 188 were Demo- 
crats. President Johnson has named 166 Democrats and 11 Re- 
publicans. 


Records of the presidents in between are similar. President 


Harry S. Truman named 116 Democrats and nine Republicans. 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower reversed the balance, appointing 
165 Republicans and nine Democrats. President John F. Kennedy 
appointed 111 Democrats and 11 Republicans. 


It would be an improper conclusion that this has necessarily 


resulted in bad appointments. With reference to President John- 
son's choices, for example, the ABA's federal judiciary commit- 
tee makes this complimentary assessment: "Some 55 per cent of 
the 17"? appointees were judged ... to be either well qualified 
or exceptionally well qualified, 42 per cent qualified and three per 
cent found not qualified." 


But the Bar Association committee observed that dispropor- 


tionate choice of men from the incumbent president's party "can- 
not but lead the public, as it has the bench and bar of the nation, 
to the conclusion that political party partisanship continues to 
erode an otherwise commendable record (of Mr. Johnson) as it 
has eroded the records of appointments" by his predecessors. 


Public trust in the judiciary is of signal importance. Public 


trust is bound to be lessened by the practice, followed by both 
Democratic and Republican presidents in modern times, of ma- 
king political partisanship an important factor in judicial ap- 
pointments. 


The Men From Maine 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie is Maine's first vice presidential 


nominee in more than a century, and only the second to emerge 
from that state. Yet the fact is that Maine has produced quite a few 
men — as well as Sen. Margaret Chase Smith, Muskie's Republi- 
can opposite number in the Senate —who have distinguished them- 
selves on the national scene. 


James G. Elaine, of Maine , served as speaker of the House, 


senator and secretary of state before losing the presidency by 
a narrow margin to Grover Cleveland in 1884. 


Chief among others from Maine was Thomas B. Reed, the 


speaker of the House who tightened up the rules to give the speak- 
er almost absolute power. He was McKinley's chief rival for the 
presidential nomination in 1896, losing perhaps because of the ene- 
mies he made with his caustic wit. On one occasion he said of a 
wordy speaker, "Whenever the gentleman opens his mouth, he 
subtracts something from the sum total of human knowledge." 


For a state with few people, Maine has achieved quite a rec- 


ord.

The outbreaks 
never became serious enough 
to require a curfew. 
After the Miami convention we 
reported that the TV networks,

Kwashiorkor, a deadly disease 
due to such protein deficiency, 
has no right to exist in a 
world of plenty. 


At the University of Wash- 


ington in Seattle, Dr. Lauren 
Donaldson, one of America's 
most famous marine biologists 
and scientists, has produced a 
concentrated, fish food which 
can, once and for all, totally 
eliminate nutritional diseases 
in under-developed countries. 
On one hand we have the focd 
and on the other we do not 
uae it because these two com- 
ponents are separated mostly 
by political differences. 


A n o t h e r accomplishment 


Democratic "disturbances." 
The networks got their re- 
venge. In Chicago they played 
up the violence which they had 
virtually ignored 
in Miami. 


They complained about tight

TELEVISION'S JOB 
This r a i s e s two important 
questions about the role of TV 
at the Democratic convention. 


1. Did the TV cameras help 


incite the violence ?There is lit- 
tle doubt that the provocations 
were planned largely for the 
benefit of television. We stayed 
at the Conrad Hilton hotel, which 
was the center of most of the 
trouble. 
During the disturb- 


nances we mingled with the hip- 
pies and yippies. We found al- 
most no action outside the circle 
of the TV kleig lights. Aside 
from some shouting and surg- 
ing, little was happening in the 
darkness. 


2. Did the TV networks make 


news ? There is evidence that the 
TV networks, perhaps in their 
eagerness to generate high ra- 
tings for TV sponsors, encour- 
aged dissidents to make inflam- 
matory statements and helped to 
stir up controversies. When the 
networks sell convention time to 
cigarette and oil sponsors for 
several million dollars , they 


have to keep up the viewing in- 
terest. One way of doing this Is 
to pick fights, stimulate excite- 
ment, interrupt dull speeches 
and roll calls. Once, the sound 
was switched on before the ca- 
meras focused on a TV news- 
man about to interview a prom- 
inent Democrat. The interview- 
er was overheard coaching his 
subject: "Let's keep this Ken- 
nedy story going." 
The TV networks also present- 
ed an outrageously biased pic- 
ture of the events in Chicago. 
They gave the impression, for 
instance, that th.3 police were 
beating up innocent young peo- 
ple who had come to Chicago for 
peaceful demonstrations. 


Certainly, the po'ice were too 
zealous in swinging their billy 
clubs, and a lot of innocent peo- 
ple were hurt. 


HIPPIE HECKLERS 


But the TV networks scarcely 
mentioned the provocations that 
finally made the police lose 
their 
tempers. The hippies 


shouted 
obscenities, 
hurled 


rocks and bottles, sprayed po- 
lice with caustic chemicals, 
damaged police cars and gen- 
erally defied police orders. 


One group tore down the Amer- 
ican flag and tried to raise a 
Communist flag in its place. 
Other agitators waved red flags 
and North Vietnamese flags. A 
couple of demonstrators slam- 
med a huge chunk of cement 
through the window of a police

that seemed to impress Mr. 
Farber, who broadcasted it to 
his wide audience, was the 
hopeful data abcut polio.

The California State Health 


Department has stated that 
there is little doubt that the 
bubonic plague is firmly entren- 
ched in the rodents of our area 
and that we should r.ot be lul- 
led even by years of quiescence 
into assuming that massive out- 
breaks will not happen here. 
There still is the risk of a 
quick pneumonic outbreak with 
tragic results, or the chance 
that infection may transfer to 
urban rats and pose a markedly 
greater hazard. 
According to the state health 
department the plague is al- 
ready here in Tehama and Plu- 
inas Counties. In fact in both 
counties a quarantine is in ef- 
fect. 


The flea which transmits this 
disease by its bite can be found 
among the small rodents of our 
county. These fleas can no doubt 
be found among the rats in an 
inhabited area also. 


We of the "Save the Hospital" 


Committee make no recom- 
mendations. You be the judge 
of the seriousness of this quar- 
antine in Tehama and Plumas 
Counties, imposed by the state 
health department. 


Won't you please join us in 
our fight to save Tehama Gen- 
eral Hospital? You or some of 
your loved ones may need it 
very badly in the near or dis- 
tant future.

car. Others stoned police cars, 
tossed cherry bombs and stink 
bombs, 
smashed 
windows, 


broke into liquor stores. 


Jerry Rubin, the yippie lead- 
er, cried through a bullhorn for 
violence against the police, 
whom he called "pigs." Black 
Panther leaders, 
taking the 


stump in Lincoln Park, urged 
the demonstrators to break up 
into small groups and go on a 
rampage through Chicago's 
loop. Other 
agitators made 


speeches that sounded like Ra- 
dio Hanoi and Radio Peking. 


The same night that police be- 
gan cracking heads, 70 police- 
men were also injured. Sever- 
al officers had to be hospital- 
ized. By the end of convention 
week, 118 officers had been 
hurt. 
• 


This was a side of the story 
that the TV networks largely 
ignored. They had hundreds of 
newsmen and cameramen in 
Chicago who should have been 
able to get the facts. The two 
of us, operating alone, easily 
dug out the full story. 
Indeed, we reported in ad- 
vance what was in store for the 
Democrats in Chicago. We had 
studied government intelligence 
reports which warned that the 
militants planned a deliberate 
provocation of the police on the 
two most important nights of the 
convention. 
We reported that the leaders 
ranged from Communists and 
anarchists to sincere pacifists. 
They were directed loosely by 
the National Mobilization Com- 
mittee to End the War in Viet- 
nam. The co-chairmen are Dr. 
Sidney Morris Peck, a former 
Communist, and David Dell- 
inger, a pacifist who has been 
to Hanoi and is an apologist for 
Ho Chi Minn. 
We reported 
on August 25; 


"The 
committee has trained 


a group of militant demon- 
strators to attempt a 'crash- 
in' to break into the conven- 
tion amphitheater. They will be 
directed by marshals carrying 
walkie-talkies. Calls have gone 
out for medics to give first aid 
to the demonstrators and elect - 
tronic experts to operate the 
radio equipment." 
This was published three days 


before the first violence. It all 
happened exactly on schedule. 
And the TV networks showed it 
all exactly as they had threat- 
ened.

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Partisan Judicial Choices 


It would seem axiomatic that partisan considerations should not 
play an important part in the choice of men for lifetime appoint* 
ments as federal judges. The federal judiciary should be outside 
the partisan political context. 
The American Bar Association’s Standing C o m m itte e on the 
Federal Judiciary rem inds us that over the p a s t 35 years practice 
has fallen well short of this ideal. 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, by reason o f his exceptional­ 
ly long period in office, made 194 lifetime Judicial appointments. 
Of these, only six were Republicans; the other 188 were Demo­ 
crats. President Johnson has named 166 D e m o c r a t s and 11 Re­ 
publicans. 
Records of the presidents in between are similar. President 
Harry S. Truman named 116 Democrats and nine Republicans. 
President Dwight D. Elsenhower reversed the balance, appointing 
165 Republicans and nine Democrats. President John F. Kennedy 
appointed 111 Democrats and 11 Republicans. 
It would be an Im proper conclusion that this has necessarily 
resulted in bad appointments. With reference to President John­ 
son's choices, for example, the ABA’s federal judiciary com m it­ 
tee makes this complimentary assessment; “ Some 55 per cent of 
the 177 appointees were judged . . . to be either well qualified 
or exceptionally well qualified, 42 per cent qualified and three per 
cent found not qualified.” 
But the Bar Association committee observed that dispropor­ 
tionate choice of men from the incumbent president’s party “ can­ 
not but lead the public, as it has the bench and bar of the nation, 
to the conclusion that political party partisanship continues to 
erode an otherwise commendable record (of Mr. Johnson) as it 
has eroded the records of appointments” by his predecessors. 
Public trust in the judiciary is of signal importance. Public 
trust is bound to be lessened by the practice, followed by both 
Democratic and Republican presidents in modern times, of m a­ 
king political partisanship an important factor in judicial ap­ 
pointments. 


The Men From Maine 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie is Maine’s first vice presidential 
nominee in more than a century, and only the second to emerge 
from that state. Yet the fact is that Maine has produced quite a few 
men — as well as Sen. M argaret Chase Smith, Muskie’s Republi­ 
can opposite number in the Senate —who have distinguished them - 
selves on the national scene. 
Jam es G. Blaine, of Maine , served as speaker of the House, 
senator and secretary of state before losing the presidency by 
a narrow margin to Grover Cleveland in 1884. 
Chief among others from Maine was Thomas B. Reed, the 
speaker of the House who tightened up the rules to give the speak­ 
er almost absolute power. He was McKinley's chief rival for the 
presidential nomination in 1 8 9 6 , losing perhaps because of the ene­ 
mies he made with his caustic wit. On one occasion he said of a 
wordy speaker, “ Whenever the gentleman opens his mouth, he 
subtracts something from the sum total of human knowledge.” 
For a state with few people, Maine has achieved quite a rec­ 
ord.

WASHINGTON - This is a 
column which will make a lot of 
TV executives sore. It may al­ 
so make some viewers skepti­ 
cal about the TV coverage of the 
recent Chicago convention. 
We attended both political con­ 
ventions and witnessed violence 
in both Miami and Chicago. 
Outside agitators came to both 
cities to foment trouble that 
they hoped would attract the 
spotlight and tarnish the U. S. 
image. 
Anyone who watched the two 
conventions on television might 
think that Chicago was exploding 
with violence while Miami was 
comparatively peaceful. 
Yet in Miami, six persons 
were killed, and the riot area 
was put under curfew. In Chi­ 
cago, sniper fire was reported, 
that only one policeman was 
wounded. A bullet also thud­ 
ded into a bus. The outbreaks 
never became serious enough 
to require a curfew. 
After the Miami convention we 
reported that the TV networks, 
angry over the $3 million it 
was costing them to pull up their 
cables and transfer everything 
to Chicago, intended to reta­ 
liate by focusing attention on 


Democratic “ disturbances.” 
The networks got their re ­ 
venge. In Chicago they played 
up the violence which they had 
virtually 
Ignored 
in Miami. 
They complained about tight 
security 
restrictions, 
which 
incidentally, had also been im ­ 
posed by the Republican con­ 
vention. They sought out the 
dissidents and featured them 
while the Democratic orators 
were expounding. 


TELEVISION’S JOB 
This r a i s e s two important 
questions about the role of TV 
at the Democratic convention. 
1. Did the TV cam eras help 
incite the violence ?There is lit­ 
tle doubt that the provocations 
were planned largely for the 
benefit of television. We stayed 
at the Conrad Hilton hotel, which 
was the center of most of the 
trouble. 
During the disturb- 
nances we mingled with the hip­ 
pies and yinpies. We found al­ 
most no action outside the circle 
of the TV kleig lights. Aside 
from some shouting and surg­ 
ing, little was happening in the 
darkness. 
2. Did the TV networks make 
news ? There is evidence that the 
TV networks, perhaps in their 
eagerness to generate high r a ­ 
tings for TV sponsors, encour­ 
aged dissidents to make inflam­ 
matory statements and helped to 
stir up controversies. When the 
networks sell convention time to 
cigarette and oil sponsors for 
several million dollars , they 


have to keep up the viewing in­ 
terest. One way of doing this is 
to pick fights, stimulate excite­ 
ment, interrupt dull speeches 
and roll calls. Once, the sound 
was switched on before the ca­ 
m eras focused on a TV news­ 
man about to interview a prom ­ 
inent Democrat. The interview­ 
er was overheard coaching his 
subject: “ Let’s keep this Ken­ 
nedy story going.” 
, 


The T V networks also present­ 
ed an outrageously biased pic­ 
ture of the events in Chicago. 
They gave the impression, for 
instance, that the police were 
beating up innocent young peo­ 
ple who had come to Chicago for 
peaceful demonstrations. 
Certainly, the police were too 
zealous in swinging their billy 
clubs, and a lot of innocent peo­ 
ple were hurt. 


HIPPIE HECKLERS 
But the TV networks scarcely 
mentioned the provocations that 
fin ally made the police lose 
their 
tempers. 
T he 
hippies 
shouted 
obscenities, 
hurled 
rocks and bottles, sprayed po­ 
lice with caustic chemicals, 
damaged police cars and gen­ 
erally defied police orders. 


One group tore down the Amer­ 
ican flag and tried to raise a 
Communist flag in its place. 
Other agitators waved red flags 
and North Vietnamese flags. A 
couple of demonstrators slam ­ 
med a huge chunk of cement 
through the window of a police

that seemed to im press Mr.

Now that uncounted thousands 
of men are returning from the 
Asiatic mainland (Vietnam has 
the highest incidence of bubonic 
plague of any country in the 
world) isn’t it reasonable to as­

The California State Health 
Department has s t a t e d that 
there is little doubt that the 
bubonic plague is firm ly entren­ 
ched in the rodents of our area 
and that we should r.ot be lul­ 
led even by years of quiescence 
into assuming that massive out­ 
breaks will not happen here. 
There still is the risk of a 
quick pneumonic outbreak with 
tragic results, or the chance 
that infection may transfer to 
urban rats and pose a markedly 
greater hazard. 
According to the state health 
department the plague is al­ 
ready here in Tehama and Plu­ 
mas Counties. In fact in both 
counties a quarantine is in ef­ 
fect. 
The flea which transm its this 
disease by its bite can be found 
among the small rodents of our 
county. These fleas can no doubt 
be found among the rats in an 
inhabited area also. 
We of the “ Save the Hospital” 
Committee make no recom ­ 
mendations. You be the judge 
of the seriousness of this quar­ 
antine in Tehama and Plumas 
Counties, imposed by the state 
health department. 
Won’t you please join us in 
our fight to save Tehama Gen­ 
eral Hospital? You or some of 
your loved ones may need it 
very badly in the near or dis­ 
tant future.

car. O thers stoned police cars, 
tossed cherry bombs and stink 
bombs, 
smashed 
windows, 
broke into liquor stores. 
Jerry Rubin, the yippie lead­ 
er, cried through a bullhorn for

against

whom he called “ pigs.” Black 
Panther leaders, 
taking 
the 
stump in Lincoln Park, urged 
the dem onstrators to break up 
into sm all groups and go on a 
ram page through C h i c a g o’s 
loop. 
O t h e r 
agitators made 
speeches that sounded like Ra­ 
dio Hanoi and Radio Peking. 
The sam e night that police be­ 
gan cracking heads, 70 police­ 
men were also Injured. Sever­ 
al officers had to be hospital­ 
ized. By the end of convention 
week, 
118 officers had been 
hurt.

This was a side of the story 
that the TV networks largely 
ignored. They had hundreds of 
newsmen and cameramen in 
Chicago who should have been 
able to get the facts. The two 
of us, operating alone, easily 
dug out the full story. 
Indeed, we reported in ad­ 
vance what was in store for the 
Dem ocrats in Chicago. We had 
studied government intelligence 
reports which warned that the 
m ilitants planned a deliberate 
provocation of the police on the 
two m ost important nights of the 
convention. 
We reported that the leaders 
ranged from Communists and 
anarchists to sincere pacifists. 
They were directed loosely by 
the National Mobilization Com­ 
mittee to End the W ar in Viet­ 
nam. The co-chairmen are Dr. 
Sidney M orris Peck, a former 
Communist, 
and David Dell­ 
inger, a pacifist who has been 
to Hanoi and is an apologist for 
Ho Chi Minh. 
We 
reported on August 25; 
“ The 
committee has trained 
a group of militant demon­ 
stra to rs to attempt a ‘crash- 
in’ to break into the conven­ 
tion amphitheater. They will be 
directed by marshals carrying 
w alkie-talkies. Calls have gone 
out for medics to give first aid 
to the dem onstrators and e le c ­ 
tronic experts to operate the 
radio equipment.” 
This was published three days 
before the first violence. It all 
happened exactly on schedule. 
And the T V networks showed it 
all exactly as they had threat­ 
ened.

Neutral 
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Partisan Judicial Choices 


It would seem axiom atic that p artisan considerations should not 
play an important p a rt in the choice of men for lifetime appoint­ 
ments as federal judges. The federal judiciary should be outside 
the partisan political context. 
The American B ar A ssociation’s Standing Committee on the 
F ederal Judiciary rem inds us that over the past 35 years practice 
has fallen well short of th is ideal. 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, by reason of his exceptional­ 
ly long period in office, m ade 194 lifetim e judicial appointments. 
Of these, only six w ere R epublicans; the other 188 were Demo­ 
c ra ts. President Johnson has named 166 D em ocrats and 11 R e­ 
publicans. 
Records of the p resid en ts in between are sim ilar. President 
H arry S. Truman nam ed 116 D em ocrats and nine Republicans. 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow er rev ersed the balance, appointing 
165 Republicans and nine D em ocrats. President John F. Kennedy 
appointed 111 D em ocrats and 11 Republicans. 
It would be an Im proper conclusion that this has necessarily 
resulted in bad appointm ents. With reference to President John­ 
son’s choices, for exam ple, the ABA’s federal judiciary com m it­ 
tee makes this com plim entary assessm ent; “ Some 55 per cent of 
the 177 appointees w ere judged . . . to be either well qualified 
or exceptionally well qualified, 42 per cent qualified and three per 
cent found not qualified.” 
But the Bar A ssociation com m ittee observed that dispropor­ 
tionate choice of men from the incumbent president’s party “ can­ 
not but lead the public, as it has the bench and bar of the nation, 
to the conclusion that political party partisanship continues to 
erode an otherwise com m endable record (of M r. Johnson) as it 
has eroded the reco rd s of appointm ents” by his predecessors. 
Public trust in the judiciary is of signal im portance. Public 
tru st is bound to be lessened by the practice, followed by both 
D em ocratic and Republican presidents in m odern tim es, of m a­ 
king political partisanship an im portant factor in judicial ap ­ 
pointm ents. 
The Men From Maine 


Sen. Edmund S. M uskie is M aine’s first vice presidential 
nominee in more than a century, and only the second to em erge 
from that state. Yet the fact is that Maine has produced quite a few 
men — as well as Sen. M argaret Chase Smith, M uskie’s Republi­ 
can opposite number in the Senate —who have distinguished them ­ 
selves on the national scene. 
Jam es G. Blaine, of Maine , served as speaker of the House, 
senator and secretary of state before losing the presidency by 
a narrow margin to G rover Cleveland in 1884. 
Chief among others from Maine was Thom as B. Reed, the 
speaker of the House who tightened tip the rules to give the speak­ 
e r alm ost absolute pow er. He was M cKinley's chief rival for the 
presidential nomination in 1896, losing perhaps because of the ene­ 
m ies he made with his caustic w it. On one occasion he said of a 
wordy speaker, “ W henever the gentleman opens his mouth, he 
subtracts something from the sum total of human knowledge.” 
F o r a state with few people, Maine has achieved quite a re c ­ 
ord.

column which will make a lot of 
TV executives sore. It may a l­ 
so make som e view ers skepti­ 
cal about the TV coverage of the 
recent Chicago convention. 
We attended both political con­ 
ventions and witnessed violence 
in both Miami and Chicago. 
Outside agitators cam e to both 
cities to foment trouble that 
they hoped would a ttra c t the 
spotlight and tarnish the U. S. 
im age. 
Anyone who watched the two 
conventions on television might 
think that Chicago was exploding 
with violence while M iami was 
com paratively peaceful. 
Yet in Miami, six persons 
w ere killed, and the riot area 
was put under curfew. In Chi­ 
cago, sniper fire was reported, 
that only one policem an was 
wounded. A bullet also thud­ 
ded into a bus. The outbreaks 
never becam e serious enough 
to require a curfew. 
A fter the Miami convention we 
reported that the TV networks, 
angry over the $3 m illion it 
was costing them to pull up their 
cables and tran sfer everything 
to Chicago, intended to re ta ­ 
liate by focusing attention on 


D em ocratic “ distu rb an ces.” 
The networks got th e ir r e ­ 
venge. In Chicago they played 
up the violence which they had 
virtually 
ignored 
in Miami. 
They complained about tight 
security 
restrictio n s, 
which 
incidentally, had also been im ­ 
posed by the Republican con­ 
vention. They sought out the 
dissidents and featured them 
while the D em ocratic orators 
w ere expounding. 


TELEVISION’S JOB 
T his r a i s e s two im portant 
questions about the role of TV 
at the D em ocratic convention. 
1. Did the TV cam eras help 
incite the violence ?T here is lit­ 
tle doubt that the provocations 
w ere planned largely for the 
benefit of television. We stayed 
at the Conrad Hilton hotel, which 
was the center of m ost of the 
trouble. 
During the distu rb - 
nances we mingled with the hip­ 
pies and yippies. We found a l­ 
m ost no action outside the circle 
of the TV kleig lights. Aside 
from som e shouting and su rg ­ 
ing, little was happening in the 
darkness. 
2. Did the TV netw orks make 
news ? T here is evidence that the 
TV networks, perhaps in their 
eag ern ess to generate high r a ­ 
tings for TV sponsors, encour­ 
aged dissidents to m ake inflam ­ 
m atory statem ents and helped to 
s tir up controversies. When the 
netw orks sell convention tim e to 
cig arette and oil sponsors for 
sev eral million d o llars , they 


have to keep up the viewing in­ 
te re s t. One way of doing this is 
to pick fights, stim ulate excite­ 
m ent, interrupt dull speeches 
and roll calls. Once, the sound 
was switched on before the c a ­ 
m eras focused on a TV new s­ 
man about to interview a prom ­ 
inent Democrat. The interview ­ 
e r was overheard coaching his 
subject; “ L et’s keep this Ken­ 
nedy story going.” 
. 


The TV networks also p resen t­ 
ed an outrageously biased p ic­ 
tu re of the events in Chicago. 
They gave the im pression, for 
instance, that the police w ere 
beating up innocent young peo­ 
ple who had come to Chicago for 
peaceful dem onstrations. 
C ertainly, the police were too 
zealous in swinging their billy 
clubs, and a lot of innocent peo­ 
ple were hurt. 


HIPPIE HECKLERS 
But the TV networks scarcely 
mentioned the provocations that 
finally made the police lose 
th e ir 
tem pers. 
The 
hippies 
shouted 
obscenities, 
hurled 
rocks and bottles, sprayed po­ 
lice with caustic chem icals, 
damaged police ca rs and gen­ 
erally defied police o rders. 


One group tore down the A m er­ 
ican flag and tried to raise a 
Com munist flag in its place. 
O ther agitators waved red flags 
and North Vietnam ese flags. A 
couple of dem onstrators sla m ­ 
med a huge chunk of cement 
through the window of a police

in under-developed countries. 
On one hand w e have the focd 
prui cm the other w e do not 
u«e it because these tw o com ­ 
ponents are separated m ostly 
by political differences.

Black 
Panther lead ers,

into sm all groups and go on a 
ram page through C h i c a g o ’s 
loop.

speeches that sounded like R a­ 
dio Hanoi and Radio Peking. 
The sam e night that police b e­ 
gan cracking heads, 70 police­ 
men were also injured. S ev er­ 
al officers had to be hospital­ 
ized. By the end of convention 
week, 
118 officers had been 
h u rt.

This was a side of the story 
that the TV networks largely 
ignored. They had hundreds of 
newsmen and cam eram en in 
Chicago who should have been 
able to get the facts. The two 
of us, operating alone, easily 
dug out the full story. 
Indeed, we reported in ad ­ 
vance what was in sto re for the 
D em ocrats in Chicago. We had 
studied governm ent intelligence 
rep o rts which warned that the 
m ilitants planned a deliberate 
provocation of the police on the 
two most im portant nights of the 
convention. 
We reported that the leaders 
ranged from C om m unists and 
anarchists to sincere pacifists. 
They were directed loosely by 
the National M obilization Com ­ 
m ittee to End the W ar in V iet­ 
nam . The co-chairm en a re Dr. 
Sidney M orris Peck, a form er 
Com munist, 
and David D ell­ 
inger, a pacifist who has been 
to Hanoi and is an apologist for 
Ho Chi Minh. 
We reported on August 25: 
“ The com m ittee has trained 
a group of m ilitant dem on­ 
stra to rs to attem pt a ‘cra sh - 
in’ to break into the conven­ 
tion am phitheater. They w ill be 
directed by m arshals carrying 
w alkie-talkies. C alls have gone 
out for m edics to give firs t aid 
to the dem onstrators and e l e c ­ 
tronic experts to operate the 
radio equipm ent.” 
This was published three days 
before the first violence. It all 
happened exactly on schedule. 
And the TV networks showed it 
all exactly as they had th re a t­ 
ened.

Dismay 
Among 
Czechs

NEW YORK (AP)- Just a few 


days before the Soviet-led in- 
vasion 
of Czechoslovakia, a 


Czech Baptist, Valstimil Pos- 
pisil, told a youth gathering, 
"This year with us in Czech- 
oslovakia is the year of hope 
for further work in the vine- 
yard of the Lord.'' 


But after the military inter- 
vention, leaders of the Evan- 
gelical Church of Czech Breth- 
ren dispatched a letter, say- 
ing, "We are deeply shaken by 
this attack . . . Let us all be 
loyal to the experience of our 
Hussite and Moravian forefath- 
ers that God's truth must be vic- 
torious." 


The abrupt change in outlook, 
from an atmosphere of rising 
confidence and new vigor to a 
mood of distress and uncertain- 
ty, marks the impact of the So- 
viet-led occupation on the re- 
ligious life of Czechoslovakia, 
historically a land of Christian 
valor and drama. 


Church activity there, after 
20 years of harsh restrictions, 
had just begun to bloom anew 
and flourish more openly, But 
now a heavy question 
mark 


hangs over it. The religious 
sunburst had become an omin- 
ous cloud. 


"It's a nightmare," said Bla- 


hoslav S. Hruby, a National 
Council of Churches expert on 
religious affairs in Communist 
countries, andCzech-bornhim- 
self. "I'm afraid that if Ameri- 
ca and the rest of the free 
•world doesn't do something, the 
Czech freedom will go down." 
Some cautious hopes were ex- 
pressed in the Vatican that the 
Soviet 
interference 
may not 


completely reverse the earlier 
trend toward improved church- 
state relations, at least not in 
the immediate future. 


But the prospects remained 
uncertain, despite the manifest 
dismay of Czech church leaders 
at the Soviet infringement, and 
their determination to continue 
to press for the rights of faith. 


"In the name of our whole 


church we protest against the 
threat to the process of re- 
newal, against the infringement 
of our state sovereignty," de- 
clared the letter from the Syn- 
odical Council of the Czech 
Brethren Church. 


It reminded members that in 


numerous 
circumstances 
in 


history, Christians have used 
"unarmed resistance" to seek a 
"way out of the most difficult 
situations," and added: 


"Let us pray that we Christ- 


ians may confess the truth of the 
Gospel, and that we may think, 
speak and work in freedom and 
peace as citizens of our state." 


Czechoslovakia, 
which 
has 


played an influential role in the 
struggle for Christian liberty, 
was the home of the early re- 
former, John Hus of the Univer- 
sity of Prague, burned at the 
stake in 1415 for pitting the 
Bible against ecclesiastical au- 
thoritarianism, a century be- 
fore the Protestant Reforma- 
tion. 
In the modern period, hund- 
reds of clergymen were im- 
prisoned or executed, first by 
the Nazis, then by Stalinist 
Communists. The Roman Cath- 
olic primate, Josel Beran, es- 
teemed by Protestants and Or- 
thodox as well as by Catholics, 
was imprisoned until 1963, and 
has since been an exile in Rome. 


But religious supression had 


been rapidly eased in the eight 
months since early 1968, wiih 
many bishops and clergy freed 
from prison or ostracism and 
restored to their posts, sem- 
inaries reopened, censorship 
lifted, and liberties revived, up 
to the time of the Soviet count- 
ermove. 
The country is mainly Roman 
Catholic, with about eight mil- 
lion baptized members of that 
Church, but there also are about 
two million Eastern Orthodox, 
and 18,000 Jews.

RELIGION 


DOES MAKE SENSE 


A college forum debates the question, "Does Religion Make Sense?' 


"Our Great Issues Forum," announced the monitor, "looks forward to hearing more about 


the death of God controversy." 


The equation implies that religion is wedded to nonsense. The implication is that it is en- 


cumbered by irresolution and irrelevancy, and that it is confused. 


It is true that religion has to do with vital and final questions to which the natural (uncon- 


verted) man has no answers; with hidden things and with mysteries. But it does not start there. 
It starts with life and the way we live it. And it does make sense. 


The basis of true religion is love, and there is nothing farther from nonsense than love. Is 


it that clutching, grasping possessiveness that would absorb another to one's self? In English 
we do not have the exact words to express the different meanings of love. We love our husbands 
and wives, our children, our friends, our country, our way of life; and we love Beethoven's 
Ninth Symphony, baseball, apple pie, western movies and flying in a super-jet. We love a good 
book, the fire in the hearth, Christmas decorations, the little church choir — and God. 


What do we mean when we speak of love of God ? Do we mean a sort of parental affection 


towards us, indulgent perhaps and ready to pamper us? Do we mean anything more than project- 
ing our own kind of love — the soft and easy kind — into a divine celestial counterpart. If so, 
that would be religion nonsense, if not blasphemy. 


We get back on the right track with a quotation from the Koine Creek, a more precise voca- 


bulary than we have, in which is asked the question- "How can a man love God whom he has 
not seen, if he loves not his brother whom he has seen?" In other words, how can man reach 
the supreme love of all if he has not even learned that love must be completely unselfish? 


The religion taught by the Apostle Paul made sense because it was based on love which 


was unselfish and yet unforced, kind and not indulgent, gentle but uncompromising, tender but 
unflexible in aim and purpose. This kind of love the modern generation has almost forgotten. 


To find true religion based on love of God and fellowmen the seeker must find most of it 


in himself. You cannot find love until you know what it is. If you could, the world would be all 
nonsense and so would religion. 


Not only can religion make sense, it must. If it doesn't it is counterfeit. Whatever fails to 


make sense is not religion. 


Or as Jesus said, "Do men grow grapes of thorns or figs of thistles?" And He marveled 


at them, the people of His generation because that was the very thing they were trying to do, 
pursuing a religion that had no sense because it had no love. 


"Pure religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, to visit the fatherless 


and widows in their affliction, and to keep himself unspotted from the world." - James 1;27 


That religion makes sense.

Dismay 
Among 
Czechs

NEW YORK (A P )- Just a few 
days before the Soviet-led in­ 
vasion 
of 
Czechoslovakia, a 
Czech Baptist, Valstimil Pos- 
pisil, told a youth gathering, 
"This year with us in Czech­ 
oslovakia is the year of hope 
for further work in the vine­ 
yard of the Lord," 
But after the m ilitary inter­ 
vention, leaders of the Evan­ 
gelical Church of Czech Breth­ 
ren dispatched a letter, say­ 
ing, "We are deeply shaken by 
this attack . . . 
Let us all be 
loyal to the experience of our 
Hussite and Moravian forefath­ 
ers that God’s truth must be vic­ 
torious.’ ’ 
The abrupt change in outlook, 
from an atmosphere of rising 
confidence and new vigor to a 
mood of distress and uncertain­ 
ty, marks the impact of the So­ 
viet-led occupation on the re ­ 
ligious life of Czechoslovakia, 
historically a land of Christian 
valor and drama. 
Church activity there, after 
20 years of harsh restrictions, 
had just begun to bloom anew 
and flourish more openly, But 
now a heavy question mark 
hangs ovei it. The religious 
sunburst had become an omin­ 
ous cloud. 
" It’s a nightmare," said Bla- 
hoslav S. Hruby, a National 
Council of Churches expert on 
religious affairs in Communist 
countries, and Czech-born him­ 
self. " I ’m afraid that if Am eri­ 
ca and the rest of the free 
world doesn’t do something, the 
Czech freedom will go down." 
Some cautious hopes were ex­ 
pressed in the Vatican that the 
Soviet 
interference 
may not 
completely reverse the earlier 
trend toward improved church- 
state relations, at least not in 
the immediate future. 
But the prospects remained 
uncertain, despite the manifest 
dismay of Czech church leaders 
at the Soviet infringement, and 
their determination to continue 
to press for the rights of faith. 
"In the name of our whole 
church we protest against the 
threat to the process 
of re ­ 
newal, against the infringement 
of our state sovereignty," de­ 
clared the letter from the Syn- 
odical Council of the Czech 
Brethren Church. 
It reminded members that in 
numerous 
circum stances 
in 
history, Christians have used 
"unarm ed resistance" to seek a 
"way out of the most difficult 
situations," and added: 
"L et us pray that we C hrist­ 
ians may confess the truth of the 
Gospel, and that we may think, 
speak and work in freedom and 
peace as citizens of our state." 
Czechoslovakia, 
which 
has 
played an influential role in the 
struggle for Christian liberty, 
was the home of the early re ­ 
form er, John Hus of the Univer­ 
sity of Prague, burned at the 
stake in 1415 for pitting the 
Bible against ecclesiastical au­ 
thoritarianism , a century be­ 
fore the Protestant Reforma­ 
tion. 
In the modern period, hund­ 
reds of clergymen were im ­ 
prisoned or executed, first by 
the Nazis, then by Stalinist 
Communists. The Roman Cath­ 
olic prim ate, Josef Be ran, e s­ 
teemed by Protestants and O r­ 
thodox as well as by Catholics, 
was imprisoned until 1963, and 
has since been an exile in Rome. 
But religious supression had 
been rapidly eased in the eight 
months since early 1968, wivh 
many bishops and clergy free'1 
from prison or ostracism and 
restored to their posts, sem ­ 
inaries reopened, censorship 
lifted, and liberties revived, up 
to the time of the Soviet count­ 
ermove. 
The country is mainly Roman 
Catholic, with about eight m il­ 
lion baptized members of that 
Church, but th e r e also are about 
two million Eastern Orthodox, 
and 18,000 Jews. 
The larger Frotestant bodies 
and their memberships include 
the E v a n g e l i c a l 
Lutheran 
Church, 503.000, the national 
Protestant 
Czech 
Church, 1 
million; the Brethren, 290,000, 
the Reformed P r e s b y t e r i a n 
Church, 150,000, along 
with 
s m a l l e r groups of Baptists, 
Methodists, Moravians and Sev­ 
enth-day Adventists.

RELIGION 
DOES MAKE SENSE 


A college forum debates the question, "Does Religion Make S en se?’ 


"Our Great Issues Forum ," announced the monitor, "looks forward to hearing more about 
the death of God controversy." 


The equation Implies that religion is wedded to nonsense. The implication is that it is en­ 
cumbered by Irresolution and irrelevancy, and that it is confused. 


It is true that religion has to do with vital and final questions to which the natural (uncon­ 
verted) man has no answers; with hidden things and with m ysteries. But it does not start there. 
It starts with life and the way we live it. And it does make sense. 


The basis of true religion is love, and there is nothing farther from nonsense than love. Is 
it that clutching, grasping possessiveness that would absorb another to one's self ? In English 
we do not have the exact words to express the different meanings of love. We love our husbands 
and wives, our children, our friends, our country, our way of life; and we love Beethoven’s 
Ninth Symphony, baseball, apple pie, western movies and flying in a super-jet. We love a good 
book, the fire in the hearth, Christmas decorations, the little church choir — and God. 


What do we mean when we speak of love of God? Do we mean a sort of parental affection 
towards us, indulgent perhaps and ready to pamper us? Do we mean anything more than project­ 
ing our own kind of love — the soft and easy kind — into a divine celestial counterpart. If so, 
that would be religion nonsense, if not blasphemy. 


We get back on the right track with a quotation from the Koine Creek, a more precise voca­ 
bulary than we have, in which is asked the question: "How can a man love God whom he has 
not seen, if he loves not his brother whom he has se e n ? ’ In other words, how can man reach 
the supreme love of all if he has not even learned that love must be completely unselfish? 


The 
religion taught by the Apostle Paul made sense because it was based on love which 
was unselfish and yet unforced, kind and not indulgent, gentle but uncompromising, tender but 
unflexible in aim and purpose. This kind of love the modern generation has almost forgotten. 


To find true religion based on love of God and fellowmen the seeker must find most of it 
in himself. You cannot find love until you know what it is. If you could, the world would be all 
nonsense and so would religion. 


Not only can religion make sense, it must. If it doesn’t it is counterfeit. Whatever fails to 
make sense is not religion. 


Or as Jesus said, "Do men grow grapes of thorns or figs of th istle s? ’ And He marveled 
at them, the people of His generation because that was the very thing they were trying to do, 
pursuing a religion that had no sense because it had no love. 


"P ure religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, to visit the fatherless 
and widows in their affliction, and to keep himself unspotted from the world." - Jam es 1;27 


That religion makes sense.

Dismay 
Among 
Czechs

NEW YORK (A P )- Just a few 
days before the Soviet-led in­ 
vasion 
of 
Czechoslovakia, a 
Czech Baptist, Valstimil Pos- 
pisil, told a youth gathering, 
“This year with us in Czech­ 
oslovakia is the year of hope 
for further work in the vine­ 
yard of the Lord.” 
But after the military inter­ 
vention, leaders of the Evan­ 
gelical Church of Czech Breth­ 
ren dispatched a letter, say­ 
ing, “We are deeply shaken by 
this attack . . . 
Let us all be 
loyal to the experience of our 
Hussite and Moravian forefath­ 
ers that God’s truth must be vic­ 
torious.” 
The abrupt change in outlook, 
from an atmosphere of rising 
confidence and new vigor to a 
mood of distress and uncertain­ 
ty, marks the impact of the So­ 
viet-led occupation on the r e ­ 
ligious life of Czechoslovakia, 
historically a land of Christian 
valor and drama. 
Church activity there, after 
20 years of harsh restrictions, 
had just begun to bloom anew 
and flourish more openly, But 
now a heavy question mark 
hangs over it. The religious 
sunburst had become an omin­ 
ous cloud. 
“ It’s a nightmare,” said B la- 
hoslav S. Hruby, a National 
Council of Churches expert on 
religious affairs in Communist 
countries, and Czech-born him­ 
self. “ I’m afraid that if Ameri­ 
ca and the rest of the free 
world doesn’t do something, the 
Czech freedom will go down.” 
Some cautious hopes were ex­ 
pressed in the Vatican that the 
Soviet 
interference 
may not 
completely reverse the earlier 
trend toward improved church- 
state relations, at least not in 
the immediate future. 
But the prospects remained 
uncertain, despite the manifest 
dismay of Czech church leaders 
at the Soviet infringement, and 
their determination to continue 
to press for the rights of faith. 
“ In the name of our whole 
church we protest against the 
threat to the process 
of r e ­ 
newal, against the infringement 
of our state sovereignty,” de­ 
clared the letter from the Syn- 
odical Council of the Czech 
Brethren Church. 
It reminded members that in 
numerous 
circumstances 
in 
history, Christians have used 
“ unarmed resistance” to seek a 
“ way out of the most difficult 
situations,” and added: 
“ Let us pray that we C hrist­ 
ians may confess the truth of the 
Gospel, and that we may think, 
speak and work in freedom and 
peace as citizens of our state.” 
Czechoslovakia, 
which 
has 
played an influential role in the 
struggle for Christian liberty, 
was the home of the early re ­ 
former, John Hus of the Univer­ 
sity of Prague, burned at the 
stake in 1415 for pitting the 
Bible against ecclesiastical au­ 
thoritarianism, a century be­ 
fore the Protestant Reform a­ 
tion. 
In the modern period, hund­ 
reds of clergymen were im ­ 
prisoned or executed, first by 
the Nazis, then by Stalinist 
Communists. The Roman Cath­ 
olic primate, Josef Be ran, e s ­ 
teemed by Protestants and O r­ 
thodox as well as by Catholics, 
was imprisoned until 1963, and 
has since been an exile in Rome. 
But religious supression had 
been rapidly eased in the eight 
months since early 1968, wiih 
many bishops and clergy freed 
from prison or ostracism and 
restored to their posts, sem ­ 
inaries reopened, censorship 
lifted, and liberties revived, up 
to the time of the Soviet count­ 
ermove. 
The country is mainly Roman 
Catholic, with about eight m il­ 
lion baptized members of that 
Church, but there also are about 
two million Eastern Orthodox, 
and 18,000 Jews. 
The larger Protestant bodies 
and their memberships include 
the E v a n g e l i c a l 
Lutheran 
Church, 503.000, the national 
Protestant 
Czech 
Church, 1 
million; the Brethren, 290,000, 
the R e f o r m e d P r e s b y t e r i a n 
Church, 150,000, along 
with 
s m a l l e r groups of Baptists, 
Methodists, Moravians and Sev­ 
enth-day Adventists.

RELIGION 
DOES MAKE SENSE 


A college forum debates the question, “ Does Religion Make Sense?” 


“ Our Great Issues Forum,” announced the monitor, “ looks forward to hearing more about 
the death of God controversy.” 


The equation implies that religion is wedded to nonsense. The implication is that It is en­ 
cumbered by irresolution and irrelevancy, and that it is confused. 


It is true that religion has to do with vital and final questions to which the natural (uncon­ 
verted) man has no answers; with hidden things and with m ysteries. But it does not start there. 
It starts with life and the way we live it. And it does make sense. 


The basis of true religion is love, and there is nothing farther from nonsense than love. Is 
it that clutching, grasping possessiveness that would absorb another to one’s self? In English 
we do not have the exact words to express the different meanings of love. We love our husbands 
and wives, our children, our friends, our country, our way of life; and we love Beethoven’s 
Ninth Symphony, baseball, apple pie, western movies and flying in a super-jet. We love a good 
book, the fire in the hearth, Christmas decorations, the little church choir — and God. 


What do we mean when we speak of love of God?Do we mean a sort of parental affection 
towards us, indulgent perhaps and ready to pamper us? Do we mean anything more than project­ 
ing our own kind of love — the soft and easy kind — into a divine celestial counterpart. If so, 
that would be religion nonsense, if not blasphemy. 


We get back on the right track with a quotation from the Koine Creek, a more precise voca­ 
bulary than we have, in which is asked the question; “ How can a man love God whom he has 
not seen, if he loves not his brother whom he has seen ?’ In other words, how can man reach 
the supreme love of all if he has not even learned that love must be completely unselfish? 


The 
religion taught by the Apostle Paul made sense because it was based on love which 
was unselfish and yet unforced, kind and not indulgent, gentle but uncompromising, tender but 
unflexible in aim and purpose. This kind of love the modern generation has almost forgotten. 


To find true religion based on love of God and fellowmen the seeker must find most of it 
in himself. You cannot find love until you know what it is. If you could, the world would be all 
nonsense and so would religion. 


Not only can religion make sense, it must. If it doesn’t it is counterfeit. Whatever fails to 
make sense is not religion. 


Or as Jesus said, “Do men grow grapes of thorns or figs of th istles?’ And He marveled 
at them, the people of His generation because that was the very thing they were trying to do, 
pursuing a religion that had no sense because it had no love. 


“ Pure religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, to visit the fatherless 
and widows in their affliction, and to keep himself unspotted from the world.” - James 1.27 


That religion makes sense.

An intriguing story, of adapt- 
ation of space technology to far- 
Qung fields, lies behind the de- 
velopment of the CRAB, now 
just one of many types of ve- 


hicles utilizing its weird mode 
ol locomotion. 
The insect-like walker wasde- 
signed almost a decade agoasa 
remote-control device to move 
on the surface of the tnoon, then 
believed to be hard and rocky. 
It was shelved when scientists 
theorized the moon might be 
covered with a deep layer of 
powdery dust, and that a ve- 
hicle with fat wheels would be 
better than a walker.

One of the 
designers, Ernest Bontrager, 
figures a chair convertible to 
either wheels or legs and e- 
quipped with either intraoral 
or sight controls will cost $4,- 
000 and $5,000 and should be 
ready within a year. 
"I know $5,000 sounds like a 


lot of money," Bontrager says, 
"but it means the patient can go 
home and stop paying $70 a day 
for hospital care.

CRABS, for Crawling Robot At­ 
tack Beds.

An intriguing story, of adapt­ 
ation of space technology to far- 
flung fields, lies behind the de­ 
velopment of the CRAB, now 
just one of many types of ve­ 


hicles utilizing its w eird mode 
of locomotion. 
The insect-like w alker was de­ 
signed alm ost a decade ago as a 
rem ote-control device to move 
on the surface of the moon, then 
believed to be hard and rocky. 
It was shelved when scien tists 
theorized the moon might be 
covered with a deep layer of 
powdery dust, and that a ve­ 
hicle with fat wheels would be 
better than a w alker.

One of the 
designers, E rnest B ontrager, 
figures a chair convertible to 
either wheels or legs and e - 
quipped with either intraoral 
or sight controls will cost $4,- 
000 and $5,000 and should be 
ready within a year.

Hark, we spark to angle in the gracious waters of the mighty 


Klamath. Theriver whose generous offerings of late summer steel- 
head makes the western angler squirm with anticipation for the 
next day off. 


How sweet it is to be aware of a steelhead run comparable to 


the great 1964 year when early steelhead were on the take in mass 
numbers as they are now. 


Last weekend, everyone I talked to was successful in their 


quest. Everyone catching fish. Not the largest fish but scrappy 
and most sporty. Hardly more than one could ask for after such 
a dismal and miserably slow summer on trout. 


As the sweet of the year approaches, so do the steelhead and 


salmon. Lord may it never end. Blackberries, warm air, and lots 
of fish make up the way it 'tis on the Klamath these days. If you 
would care to try a little of this oh so great angling, strap OP your 
favorite steelhead gear and use your favorite methods (with care in 
getting there) and move on. On anywhere from the roast up to Or- 
leans. For six bucks the Klamath Jet will run you 30 miles up from 
the coast and you can drift back in a rubber boat. Fantastic. Fish 
the lower half say from Orleans down. Larger i'ish moving in the 
lower river to Johnsons Bar. 


If you are one who doesn't care too much for company don't 


worry, you can drop off some likely looking bank and there may- 
be you will find yourself a nice riffle secluded and loaded with 
taking fish.

If you are one who doesn’t care too much for company don’t 
worry, you can drop off some likely looking bank and there may­ 
be you will find yourself a nice riffle secluded and loaded with 
taking fish.
